imperils the comparative stability of 
German money, Even at its present 
value the mark is so low that the pay- 
ment of a substantial, sum in cash by the 
German Government is quite out-of the 
question for the time being. The pro- 
posal of a six weeks’ moratorium is 
ludicrous. In the meantime the mark 
might fall from 2,000 to 6,000, or even 
10,000, to the £, and the last vestige of 
hope would disappear. 

The remedy—if, indeed, any remedy is 
now possible—must be twofold. The gross 
total of the Allies’ claims must be re- 
duced, and Germany must be allowed to 
raise a foreign loan. France, apparently, 
is quite willing to agree to these sugges- 
tions on the condition that she renounces 
no pact of her claim. The proposal, as 
advanced by the Paris Victoire, is rather 
interesting. Britain is to play her tradi- 
tional réle of fairy godmother. She must 
forego,’ in the first place, 30,000,000,000 
gold marks of her claim against Germany 
in token of her goodness of heart. By 
this sacrifice’ the reparations bill 
will be reduced from 152,000,000,000 to 
102,000,000,000 gold marks. Then France, 
Belgium and Italy will pay their debt 
of 20,000,000,000 gold marks to Britain 
by means of -“C” reparations bonds. 
Britain will tear them up; with the result 
that Germany’s total liability will be re- 
duced to 82,000,000,000 gold. marks. It is 
an ingenious scheme, the net result of 
which would be that. Britain would re- 
nounce her claim to £2,600,000,000, and 
France would lose nothing. Germany 
would benefit considerably by the adoption 
of this plan; but, despite Britain's 
anxiety to bring about a reasonable settle- 
ment, we hardly can believe that her 
quixotry will carry her to such an 
extreme. 

Of course, in the long run, some such 
reductions must be made; but why should 
Britain be the only loser? America is 
pressing -every day for payment of the 
£1,000,000,000 which the British Govern- 
ment borrowed in the United States 
duxing the war, chiefly for the purpose 
of re-lending it to France and other Allied 
Powers. Britain is the only State in 
Europe that is making the slightest effort 
to square her war accounts, and her people 
are overburdened with all sorts of taxes. 
The least which she is entitled to expect 
is that, if she makes concessions to 
France, France will sacrifice something 
in her turn. Europe must be saved from 
disaster. The primary cause of her present 
plight is the hopelessness of Germany's 
financial position, and that position is 
due directly to the fantastic bill which 
was presented to her by the Reparations 
Commission last March. Not only Britain, 
but every other creditor Power, must abate 
its demands, and thus give Germany a 
chance to raise @ loan in the United 
States or in the open market. France 
would lose a certain amount on paper, it 
is true; but, in fact, she would benefit 
enormously, with the rest of Europe, from 
the general revival in trade which Ger- 
many s recovery would carry in its train. 
The British people long ago abandoned 
their wild dreams of a huge indemnity 
from the Germans. The French people 
must follow their example; for, unless 
M. Poincaré agrees next week to modify 
France’s claims, neither Ally will get any- 
thing at all frorh Germany, and the franc 
will begin to follow the mark in its race 
after the krone and the rouble. 


A Balance Redressed. 


Time brings its revenges in all the 
spheres of life. A year ago these islands 
were starving for coal and were forced to 
depend upon imports from the United 
States and Belgium. There were grave 
fears that Britain would lose her foreign 
markets permanently. Schemes were 
floated for regular exports of coal from 
America to Ireland in competition with 
the British article. The English strike 
came. to an end in dúe course, and, 
although ihe miners have not recovered 
their old prosperity—there is acute dis- 
tress in South Wales at the present time--

Dublin’s Fire Brigade. - 


There are some comforting features in 
Ireland's sad history during the last few 
weeks. The forces of conservation, as 
well as the forces of destruction, have 
been at work. When. we deplore the 
national losses in life and property we 
ought not to withhold our grateful recogni- 
tion from those whose efforts prevented 
the losses from being greater than they 
are. We reported yesterday a ceremony 
which cannot have failed to give real 
pleasure to all good citizens of Dublin. 
Presentations were made to Captain 
‘Myers, Lieutenant Power and the men of 
the Dublin Fire Brigade by the owners of 
premises in Upper Sackville street which 
were saved from the flames. The obligs- 
tion of these owners to the Brigade is 
direct and great; but it is shared in a 
less degree by the whole city’ We know 
now that, if the Brigade had been less 
valiant and less skilful, the whole 
northern side of the city might have-been 
destroyed. The men of the Fire Brigade, 
like those of the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade—henceforward the word “ brigade’ 
will have special honour in Dublin—would 
be the first to say that they did no more 
than their duty. There are different 
measures, however, in which duty can be 
fulfilled, When it is done in circumstances 
of uncommon danger, with an entire dis- 
regard of self and an utter devotion to the 
public weal, “it is something more than 
“duty done.” It is an example which 
elevates the temper of a whole community 
and endows the humblest citizen with a 
new pride in the men who render such 
duty and in the city which inspires it. 
Dublin is no mean city, and the men of 
its Fire Brigade “nothing common did or 
mean ” when the fiery furnace of Upper 
Sackville street beckoned them to a 
crucial test of service, 


Monte Carlo Wells. 


“The man who broke the bank at Monte 
Carlo' has become a legend to the 
younger generation ; but he was alive until 
last Saturday. Sbme thirty years have 
passed since Charles Wells gained 
notoriety as the winner of enormous sums 
at the gaming table. “Light come, light 
go,” however, and in 1893 Wells was 
declared a bankrupt. Afterwards he 
served two long sentences for fraud, 
and next came into the public ken 
at Falmouth, where" he arrived. in 
1912 as the owner of a luxurious steam 
yacht. He was arrested on information 
supplied by the French Government, and 
remarkable evidence was produced at the 
hearing af an application for his extradi- 
tion on a charge of obtaining large sums 
by false pretences. He, had opened an 
office in Paris and had offered interest at 
the rate of one per cent, per day on 
moneys invested with him: In six months 
he received more than two million francs, 
of which some 900,000 francs were paid 
back in interest. Extradition was granted, 
and in Paris Wells was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment. He had invested 
most of his gains in English annuities 
and mortgages, and it was arranged that 
the income from them should be divided 
equally between the English and French 
creditors. It was the interest of these 
creditors that he should live as long as 
possible, and when he kecame destitute a 
few years ago they made him an allowance 
“of £1 a week. He did his best for them 
by surviving until the age of eighty-one.

Viscount Long said that he, found himse(f 
almost alone in the particular opinions he held 
in regard to this question. If t were all 
agreed on the reforms they wanted, entirely 
agreed. with Lord Stuart that they could not 
have a quieter time than the present for 
effecting reforms, but were they agreed? e 
had listened to the debate, and had found 
the widest possible divergence of views among 
all the speakers. He believed that that was 
an accurate representation of opinion in the 
country. 

Everybody now held that the Parliament Act 
went much too far. It had not only injured 
the House by unduly limiting its, powers, but it 
bad done great berm to the Parliamentary 
institutions of the country, because 1t had made 
it pessible for men to believe that the Govern- 
ment, whatever their reasons might be, were 
prepared to treat with indignity and insult an 
important, part of those Parliamentary institu- 
tions. But nobody would suggest reform of 
the House merely ause the Parliament Act 
wanted altering. 

When he songht for other reasons for reform 
of the House he had much greater difficulty m 
finding them. The House ‘stood higher in 
public estimation than it did some years ago, 
when there was a strong feeling against the 
hereditary principle. His view was that. the 
Government had done good service by bringing 
forward vague resolutions which were open to 
any amenament the House liked to make. The 
hereditary system should not be lightly changed. 

There was no choice between the hereditary 
system, somewhat altered or amended, and a 
popularly elected body. That being so, they 
were taking a tremendous step in the dark. 
The House of Lotds stood stronger with the 
people now than it had ever done, and that was 
another reason for taking care. He denied 
that there was any justification for holding the 
opinion that the Labour Party was in any way 
more likely to go in for Republics or drastic 
steps of that kind. He believed that the bosti- 
lity to the hereditary system was really dead. 

e Marquis of Aberdeen said that there was 
an expectation that something should be done 
to reform the House. The resolutions and the 
discussion on them were useful as a basis for 
future action. 

The debate was adjourned until next Monday, 
and the Heuse rose at 7.25 p.m.

GREAT SOUTHERN AND WESTERN 


LINE, 


It was ascertained at Kingsbridge yesterday 
that the damage on the section between Tulla- 
more- and Geashill was made good by the com- 
pany on Monday afternoon, and the service was 
resumed, but for the third time the line was 
damaged yesterday morning in the same place, 
preventing the operation of a through service 
on the line between Portarlington, Clara and 
Athlone. On the Clara side of Tullamore a ser- 
vice is being maintained to the point of obstruc- 
tion. The service has been resumed on the 
Clara and Banagher Branch. 

The line between Limerick and Nenagh .is not 
available as, so far, the company’s men are not 
being allowed to do the necessary repairs. 

A local train service between Mdaoaridk and 
Ennis is still ‘maintained, but there is no ser- 
vice -on West Clare Railway from Ennis, all 
traffic being suspended at present. 

The line which was repaired on Monday on 
the branch between Limerick and Limerick 
Junction was again torn up on Monday night, 
preventing the introduction of a service on that 
portion of the hne. 

Rail service has been resumed on Waterford, | 
Rosslare and Wexford South branch, but there 
is no service on Waterford and Lismore section, 
Waterford ana Carrick section, and Waterford 
and Ballyhale section. These three branches 
have been damaged—lines torn up and sleepers 
burned—preventing a service between Waterford 
and Cork, or Dublin via Kilkenny or Limerick 
Junction, All telegraph wires at Waterford 
were cut yesterday. 

The trading community does not seem to re- 
alise that goods, mineral and live stock, are 
being catered for between Dublin and Thurles, 
Kilkenny and Ballyhale via Maryborough; also 
to Tulla, Nenagh, Roscrea and Birr, and there 
is a limited service between Kilkenny and Athy 
(particulars in our advertising columns). 

There seems no early prospect of opening up 
the service mr the main line beyond Thurles 
from Dublin direction. Between Dundrum and 
Grange on 18th inst. explosives were used in 
breaking up a bridge. “The rails were badly bent 
and the road twisted. 

A report yesterday morning stated that huge 
quantities of goods have been seized by irregular 
forces at Limerick goods premises during. the 
last week.

THE EMBARGO DIVISION. 


One of the features of the division on 
the removal of the cattle embargo last 
night was the unanimity of the Irish mem- 
pers that the embargo ought not to be 
removed. Major Redmond turned up io 
vote with Messrs. Devlin, MacVeagh and 
Donnelly, while the Ulster Unionists also 
voted in the same lobby, as well as the 
Dublin Unionists, Sir Maurice Dockreil 
and Mr. Jellett.

The jubilee of the Eastern Associated 
Telegraph Companies was celebrated at 
the Botanic Gardens last night with a 
great banquet, with the Duke of York as 
chief guest, and a garden /féte to five 
thousand guests.

Professot Johnstone has edited a most 
interesting report on fish supplies for the 
Lancashire Sea Fisheries Laboratory of 
the Liverpool University. One question 
discussed in the report is the state of 
the fisheries during the war years 
when large tracts of the North Sea, 
Irish Sea and English Channel were 
not fished owing to -military restrictions. 
The investigators of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries found in 1920 
that certain kinds of fish, mainly plaice, 
in the North Sea were not only bigger 
on the ayéerage, but were also much 
more abundant than they were in 1913. 
This was ascribed to the war conditions. 
lí the fish were not caught,-it seemed 
natural to suppose that they would become 
bigger and more abundant. And so, when 
fishing was resumed on the pre-war scale, 
there immediately set in both an increase 
in size and in number. The conclusion 
was that too many fish of certain kinds 
were caught in the North Sea before 1914. 
When fishing was partially stopped the 
grounds had a rest and became re-stocked. 
t appears from the report that somethiny 
of the same kind happened in the Irish 
Sea. The years about 1910 to 1914 were 
bu ones, but in 1920 fish (plaice) had 

ecome much more abundant.

. It was then found that six civilians had been 
“injured. They were taken to the Adelaide Hos- 
‘pital, where it was found that their wounds

NORTH SIDE AMBUSH. 
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A CIVILIAN INJURED. 


At 8.35 o'clock last night a tender conveyin 
armed national soldiers was attacked in Nort 
Frederick street, Dublin. The tender came 
from D®rset street, and when it had almost 
reached Frederick lane a bomb was thrown at 
1. The bomb missed ithe tender, and struck 
the kerbstone on the opposite side of the street, 
exploding with a deafening noise. People who 
were walking along the street hastened to the 


‘nearest open doors, while the tramcar traffic 


was brought to a stand-still. The bomb frag- 
ments were scattered in all directions, and 
portion of the sign outside the L.S.E. taxicab 
premises was biown away. Windows of a 
house on the other side of the street were also 
damaged, and portions of the bomb were after- 
wards found inside the room. Fortunately 
there was no one in the room at the time.

DAMAGE BY IRREGULARS IN BIRR 


The situation in Birr is now virtually normal. 
Since the entry of the national troops last 
Thursday many roads have been cleared, but 
transit, owing to the broken bridges, is still 
dificult. Crinkle Military Barracks, including 
the garrison church, was completely burnt. 
Looting of the fixtures took place afterwards. 

The railway line was blocked by the irregu- 
lars, compelling a driver to run an engine and 
train on t a place from which the rails had 
been removed. 

Ban r Barracks have been destroyed, as 
has also the woodén portion of the bridge 
across the Shannon. 

The food situation was critical, owing to the 
irregulars seizing all classes of foods. Now, 
however, the food card system has been discon- 
tinued. i 

Banagher was occupied by national troops en 
Sunday, and Kilcormac was occupied vesterday. 
Ferbane, Belmont, and Cloghan are also in the 
hands of national troops. Castle Bernard, 
Kinnitty, one of the finest country residences in 
the Midlands, was burnt on Sunday. 

An attempt was made last week to block with 
cement the working parts of the Victoria Locks 
on the Shannon near Banagher. The cement 
was removed before it hardened, otherwise an 
extensive portion of country would have been 
flooded. The Birr newspapers were under irre- 
gular censorship, and had to publish a con- 
siderable amount of propaganda matter. No 
actual fighting took place in Birr. There is still 
many bands of irregulars in the district. But 
the men are reported to be returning home.

THE RIVERSTOWN OUTRAGE, 


There is now a strong force of national troops 
stationed at various points im Sligo town, and 
several arrests have been effected. The activi- 
ties of the troops have prevented any further 
swoops from being made on the town, but the 
irregulars continue to rove the surrounding dis- 
trict, and to quarter themselves on farmers 
and others.

The people are sick of the whole affair. No 
business is béing done. Country poople are 
afraid to come into the town, and this, coupled 
with the bad condition of some of the roads, has 
brought markets and business generally to a 
low ebb. The etocks of petrol are under mili- 
tary control, and this means that the stolen 
lorries and motor cars are useless to the irre- 
gulare.

CORK, July 24. — 

Owing to the censorship, the -public in 
a large portion of Munster are receiving 
no news oh which they can rely. The only 
daily paper now published in Cork is so 
controlled that it has. come to be regarded 
as a propdvandist rather than a news 
sheet. The Dublin papers have not reached 
the city for three weeks, and the other 
side of the picture ‘s hidden from view. 
Some of the English papers arrive a day 
late, but they contain very little news 
about the situation in Ireland. 

Another effect of the censorship is to 
stifle the expression of public opinion. 
Meetings of Labour representatives calling 
for a cessation of: hostilities have been 
held, but anything in the nature- of 
criticism is suppressed in the published 
reports. If popular opinion, as expressed 
in private conversation, could prevail. 
those who brought about the present con- 
flict would find themsélves without: an 
occupation. There is a strong desire 
among professional and commercial men, 
manufacturers, distributors, retailers, 
farmers and workmen that fighting should 
stop. Labour is especially keen on pre- 
venting a continuance of the conflict; for, 
although everything seems to be going on 


paralysed. 

This is due, in part, to the total interruption 
of postal communication with Dublin and the 
North, and a partial stoppage of communica- 
tio with Great Britain. This was bad enough, . 
but the blocking of the telegraph wires made 
matte - worse, for it put merchants completely 
out of touch with their clients, and left them 


powerless. 
SIGH OF RELIEF. 


This has been going on for about three weeks,

Most of their cars have been wei ct and very 
few are available for private individuals. ‘This 
naturally hampers distribution, but its effect 
is not .so injurious as the leck of telegraphic, 
telephonic, and eral postal facilitias. Mec. 
chants. are unable to keep in touch with the 
markets. where they deal, and orders canavt 

given or received. Travellers cannot get 
about with freedom, and, even if they did, «nd 
obtained orders, there would no way of 
ensuring delivery. Some firms have made an 
effort to “ carry on ” by sending goods to Eng- 
lish ports for transhipment there to other parts 
of Ireland, a procedure which adds enormously 
to the cost. 

It is estimated that there will be a loss of 
millions of pounds in the butter trade aloue. 
Farmers want money, and are pressing the 
creameries for payment. As a rule, the settle- 
ment is monthly, but owing to the state «f 
insecurity proveiling, cash is not readily 
ovtainable from buyers in England, and, as a 
result, creamery proprietors have not always 
heen able to pay the farmers promptly. 

Some creamery managers, under pressure, 
have become panicky, and .actually dumped 
butter on the market, with a resultant drop in 
the price as compared with Danish, though 
both are of equal quality. The supply is now 
greater than the demand, on account of m- 
sufficient facilities for transit. I have it on the 
very best authority that there is no oecasion 
for Southern dairy farmers to become alarmed. 
When things settle down butter prices will be- 
come normal, and a good trade may be anti- 
cipated until October, when the Australian 
produce comes along. Butter would have 
dropped in any case at this time of year, but 
not to such an extent as has recently been the 
case. : 

lt is stated that some farmers, rather than 
accept current, rates, have been turning the 
milk on to the grass. 


MARGARINE AND BACON. 


The margarine industry, though doing well, 
has a strong rival in the Dutch product; which 
is being pushed with much vigour; but, with 
the loyal support of those who want to support 
an Irish industry, it should hold its own. 

Though eo many markets were cut off, the local 
bacon-curing industry did not suffer so severely 
as those in Waterford and Limerick. There has 
been no difficulty in getting suplies of pigs in 
Cork, and trade tas been steady, with fair 
prices. 

There has been so much seizing of goods 
generally, and sometimes without the promise 
of payment, that many merchants have allowed 
their stocks to go down, simply carrying on 
from hand to mouth. This has led to much un- 
amployment. Manufacturers, not meeti with 
any cash inquiry, are reducing their staffs, and 
in 2ome cases closing their establishments alto- 
gether. A huge addition to the list of unem- 
ployed will be the result. One authority esti- 
mates that 40 per cent. of the city’s population 
ls without work, and that many are on the 
hrink of starvation. This authority expressed 
the view that food supplies were not over- 
abundant in the city, and he feared the conse- 
quences if further large demands were made on 
its resources, : 

'The last available weekly return of unem- 
ployed in Cork city and eounty shows the total 
to be in round numbers about 12,000. For the 
city alone the figures stood at 6,250, and it is 
expected that 1, more will be added to this 
figure during the next two weeks. These figures 
are based on official return”. and include only 


persons entitled to benefit from the Ministry | 


of Labour. The number of workers outside the 
scheme who seek employment is enormous, a 
brings the total out of work up to 40 per cent. 
of the population. 


WAGES PROBLEM. 


This problem naturally brings up the ques- 
tion of wages. A number of large employers 
declared that the rates of wages paid in some 
mdustries are higher. than in Belfast and else- 
where. The building trade was cited as an 
example. In this connection it may be men- 
tioned that labour representatives are pressing 
for rebuilding operations on the areas where 
temporary structures now stand, so as to give 
employment. As one business man put. it; 
“They want to disemploy one set of people in 
order to give employment to another, and, 
again, even if we did start rebuilding we would 
have no guarantee that any new building would 
long remain intact under present conditions.” 

By seizing the Custom House, and sub- 
sequently the Income Tax office, the irregulars 
obtained command of all the moneys collected 
through these agencies, amounting, al a rough 
estimate, to 000 or more. There were no 
banks in the City of Cork raided, and the 
story of the scizure of £200,000 which was pub- 
lished recently is stated to be absolutely un- 
true. 

What really happened was that eustoms and 
other moneys wore put to the credit of am u- 
lar account in certain banks. These are 
drawn upon as required. Everything now 
needed from traders is being paid for from this 
source. It is felt that the re seizure 
of money at the banks has injured the credit 
of Cork, and there is a strong desire that the 
truth should be known. , 

Another point arises. . Unless business 
communication is restored speedily the branch 
offices of the Dublin banks. will ran out of 
money. Some are . conserving - their 
supply by urging the more general 
use of cheques instead of cash at places such 
as markets and fairs, where large sums are re- 
quired, and in this way a crisis may be averted.

EFFECT OF REMOVAL 
ON IRELAND, - 


IRISH. FARMERS’ 
POSITION. 


AUTUMN LEGISLATION 
IN ENGLAND. 


A good deal of misgiving was expressed 
in Dublin yesterday with réference to the 
vote of the House of Commons on Monday 
night in favour of the removal of the em- 
bargo on the importation of Canadian 
cattle into Great Britain. 

Although the removal of the embargo 
would primarily affect the agricultural in- 
dustry in this country, it would inevitably 
react upon all sections of the community. 
In some quarters this latest development 
in connection with Irish agriculture is re- 
garded as being paralleled only by the 
repeal of the Corn Laws in the “ ’forties”’ 
of the last century, which resulted in such 
widespread havoc in rural Ireland, and 
led to the destruction of the wheat-grow- 
ing and milling industries. 


FARMERS’ OPINION. 


Mr. T. O'Hanlon, General Secretary of the 

Irish Farmers’ Union, Dublin, in an interview 
with our representative yesterday, said :— 
_ “Another blow was aimed at the long-suffer- 
ing Irish farmers in the British House of Com- 
mons on Monday, when a resolutio: was carried 
to the ¢ffect that the time had arrived for the 
removal of the embargo on the importation of 
Canadian cattle into Great Britain. 

“ Everything that could be done to prevent 
the raising of the embargo was done, but all, 
apparently, to no effect. The * cheap food’ ery 
swept aside economic considerations, and agri- 
culturiste were sacrificed to the ferocity of cer- 
tain English newspaper proprietors and the 
butchers. It would a less galling if it could 
be shown that a pledge was really given in 1917 
by Mr. Prothero that Canadian cattle should be 
admitted, and if it could be proved that the ad- 
mission of Canadian cattle would really result 
in cheapening the price of meat to any appreci- 
able degree. Under the circumstances it is more 
than likely that the vote will be accepted, in 
the light of Captain Dixon’s utterances in the 
debate in the British House of Commons, as 
being largely the result of the campaign for 
getting back at the farmers in tho South and 

est. of Ireland. 

“The fullest capital was made out of the so- 
called * pledge to Canada,’ but the pledge of the 
British Government to Irish farmers in connec- 
tion with the Wyndham Act, which has a de- 
finite bearing on this question, was conveniently 
overlooked. 

“Anyhow, the matter was one for the 
British Parliament, and, while we see that the 
decision will adversely affect the agricultural! in- 
dustry, we cannot admit that it will strangle the 
economic life of this country. Farming, no 
doubt, is in a terribly bad way, but if our in- 
ternal differences could be adjusted the Cana- 
dian cattle difficulty would not prove insuper- 
able. It will, no doubt, necessitate a big 
change in our system of’ farming, but that can 
and must be made.” 


. BILL TO BE INTRODUCED.

Bavaria s insistence on her rights as an 
independent State has caused a serious 
situation in Germany. “'' ; 

The Vorwédrts yesterday published a 
report to the effect that all the trains 
from Bavaria were crowded with tourists, 
who were fleeing írcm the possible danger 
of internal disturb: .ces. The paper added 
that hotel books for August were 
already being cancelled. : 

In a: collision between Communists and 
students at Klausenthal, one of the Com- 
munists was shot and mortally wounded by a 
student. The crowd lynched the student, who 
was removed to hospital in a dying condition. 
A. further collision occurred later, as a result of 
which two students had to be taken to hospital. 

The Bavarian Government's insistence on 
Bavaria’s special rights, culminating in an an- 
nouncement that she cannot accept the law for 
the defence of the Republic, has caused alarm 
not only in Berlin, but also in Northern Bavaria, 
Twenty-one North Bavarian masters nave 
sent a telegram to the. Government begging 
them to do nothing to imperil Bavaria’s remain- 
ing a soommanens part of the Reich. The Bava- 
rian Socialists have isued a manifesto declaring 
that every attempt to counteract the Reichstag s 
legislation for the defence of the Republic is an 
attack against the political unity of the Reich. 

The Berlin newspapers state that the Bava- 
rian Government has entered on a dangerous 

ath, which will lead to the disintegration of the 
ich and civil war. 

The Cabinet meets to-day to consider the 
situation. The President may annul the 
Bavarian decree, or it may be referred to the 
Supreme Court.—(Reuter.)

REPLY TO FRENCH PREMIER. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that the Earl of Bal- 
four is sending through the French Ambassador 
in London a communication to M. Poincaré to 
the effect that His Majesty's Government will 
be delighted to see him in London next week. 

Attention is, however, drawn to the political 
crisis in Italy, which makes it uncertain whether 
the Italians will be able to send a representative 
at so early a date. 

The French Premier intends to discuss with 
the Government the twin blems of German 
reparations and European Inter-Allied indebted- 
ness. 


STATEMENT IN PARLIAMENT. 


Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy, in the 
House of Commons yesterday, asked if there 
would be any authoritative e&atement before the 
House rose on the subject: of reparations from 
Germany and the collapse of the mark. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that he was inclined to 
doubt whether in the present state of affairs 
the Government could usefully add anything to 
the statements they had already made on the 
subject of reparations. It was a matter for 
joint action by the Powers. He took note, how- 
ever, of the intention to raise‘the subject on the 
Appropriation Bill. 

Lord Robert Cecil urged the importance of a 
Government statement on ‘the subject of Re- 
parations Lefore the House rose. He said that 
the question formed the basis of the whole 
international position to-day, and some settle- 
ment of it must be found. . 

Mr. Chamberlain agreed as to the importance 
of the subject of Reparations, and the interna- 
tional indebtedness arising out of the war, but 
the co-operation of others must be secured. 
Whether it would be possible to make a state- 
ment in advance of the Conference of Allied 
Ministers that was to be held, he could not say. 


FRENCH OPINION. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

The majority of the newspapers to-day ex- 
press the opinion that the exchange of views be- 
tween Britain and France should take place at 
the earliest possible moment. The Petit 
Journal considers it impossible to defer the 
meeting, pending the settlenient of the Italian 
Cabinet crisis, while Le Jowrnal considers the

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DUNKIRK WAR MEMORIAL.

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FOUNDATION STONE LAID BY 


DUKE OF YORK. 


DUNKIRK, Tuesday. 

The Rivura, with the War Memorial Com- 
mittee, headed by the Earl of Athlone, Presi- 
dent, entered the harbour at one o'clock, and 
an hour later the Duke of York landed from 
H.M.S. Versatile. A company of infantry was 
drawn up at the landing stage, and a band 

layed “God Save the King” and “The 
Marsellaise.” 

On arriving at the site of the memorial build- 
ings the Earl of Athlone made a speech, ex- 
plaining the object of the memorial. 

The Duke of York, in replying, referred to 
the war memories of Dunkirk, which British 
and French shared. He expressed the wish 
that the memorial would perpetuate the 
courage and tenacity of the townsfolk of 
Dunkirk, who were so cruelly tried ES the 
war. After mentioning the services rendered 
to the Allies during the war by the heroism of 
men of the British merchant service, His Royal 
Highness congratulated the members of the 
Memorial Committee on the success of their 
project. : 

The Bishop having blessed .the foundation 
stone, the Duke then laid it. 

The British colony in Dunkirk was after- 
wards presented to His Royal Highness, who 
then proceeded to the Town Hall, meeting with 
a most enthusiastic reception from the people 
on his way there. 

At the Town Hall the Mayor thanked the 
Duke of York for his presence, and for having 
deeorated the town with the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Cross. . The Mayor spoke of the siege 
of Dunkirk by a formér Duke óf York in 1795, 
and the valour both of the besieged and the 
besiegers, and then recalled: more recent hap- 
penings which had turned the old enemies of 
France, into her Alhies. 

The Duke of York, in reply, expressed his 
thanks for the cordial reception that he had 


i: received, and, referring to the old enmity be- 


tween Britain and France, said—“ Thank God 
all that is, ended, and I am proud to thank 
you for the welcome you have given me to-day 
in a more enlightened age.”

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CONFLICT WITH BAVARIA. 


The Times, in a leading article upon the in- 
ternal conflict in Gern.any between the Central 
Government and Bavaria, observes:—For the 
present, however, the chicf symptom to be 
noted ts that there is a popular movement «f 
considerable strength for the defence and main- 
tenance of the Republic against the reactionary 
movement that wouid undermine it, and would 
revive the mentality of the Bismarck era. We 
think it is necessary to emphasise this symptom 
ay & sign of a gradual change of heart in Ger- 
mage + The motives that impel different groups 
to defend the Republic are many and various. 
They do, however, coalesce in a conviction tha: 
for the present the Republic is a vital necessity 
for Germany. 

For this country and for our Allies that is a 
hopeful sign, since it suggests a development 
away from the temper that provoked the 
tuinous war, from the effects of which all the 
world is suffering. Now, in this process of what 
may be described as a gradual return towards 
sanity, there has come a new jolt, a sudden 
imterruption. Bavaria resents the new emer- 
geney law, and has decided to oppose it by all 
cunstitutional means. This is a curious conflict. 
tt would appear that the struggle between re- 
action and progress in Germany may develop, in 
part at lcast, into a struggle for the principle 
vf German unity. The Bismarckian conception 
ef a unity achieved by “ biood and iron,” by 
attacks on fvoreigu peoples, has been badly 
shaken by the great war and the creat defeat. 

It xs possible that the moment has come for 
the reconstitution of Germany on those more 
liberal principles of unity towards which the 
German States were: groping before Bismarck 
secured his ascendancy. The present curious 
conflict with Bavaria may mark a stage in 
such a process. In any case, while there are 
grounds for hope, it is necessary to watch the 
extraordimary shifting situation in Germany 
with the greatest care. .

AMERICAN GEOLOGIST'S 


PREDICTION. 


Dr. M. A. Nobles, a well-known Philadelphia 
eologist, declares that withm thirtv days 
hurope, Northern Africa, and the whole ‘of 
Asia will be destroyed by earthquakes and their 
populations wiped out, telegraphe Vhe Times 
New York Correspondent. The doctor, who has 
made a special study of volcanoes, states that 
trouble is brewing among seventy volcanoes in 
the neighbourhood of Budapest. 

He recalls that when the famous Hecla erup- 
tion occurred in 1784 enough lava was emitted 
to girdle the earth with a stream ten feet deep 
a two hundred feet wide. This, he says, 
gives an idea of the forces hidden beneath the 
earth's surface, which his studies convince him 
are now on the point of breaking forth. 


THE CATTLE EMBARGO. 


The. Daily News, in a leading article, says :— 
In deciding to honour the pledge with Canada, 
Parliament has saved the country from an un- 
pleasant stigma and a possibly serious quarre! 
with the Canadian Government. The Lords, 1t 
is now suggested, will throw out the Anti- 
Embargo Bill when, in due course, it comes be- 
fore them. If the Lower House holds firm, 
however, their capacity for mischief will be 
Amited to giving a characteristic touch of grace- 
lessness to the final stages of this belated act 
of reparation ' : 

The Daily Érpresa remarks :—Mr. Chamber- 
lain, “ speaking personally,’’ told the Commons 
yesterday that he sees no prospect, for the 
passage of a bill removing the Canadian cattle 
embargo during this year. Although Mr 
Chamberlain said the Government has not yet 
considered the vote against the embargo, we 
must assume that his statement represents Go- 
vernment policy. It means, in all likelihood, 
that the embargo will not be ended during the 
lifetime of the present Parliament. The plea 
that excess of business and paucity of time wi)! 
make impossible the introduction of a bill waa 
perhaps, inevitable. 

The Morning Post observes:—We hope we 
may be allowed to congratulate the Government 
on the heroie stand they made upon both sides 
of the Canadian cattle question. It is the sort 
of feat that only a Coalition could perform. 
While Mr. Churchill defended the Canadian 
cause, Sir Arthur Boscawen fought for the 
British farmer. This vote—this déath-blow to 
the Irish cattle trade, as it may be—was carried 
by 76 votes. 

‘For our part, we foresee very serious difficul- 
ties if the British Government try to frame a 
bill on the House of Commons vote. We yield 
io none in our regard for the interests of the 
British Empire, but we do not see how they 
are to be furthered by making the interest of 
one part the injury of another.

FLAX. CROP. 


DEPARTMENT’S FIELD TRIALS. 


In continuation of their experiments and in- 
vestigations in relation to the cultivation of 
flax, the Irish Department of Agriculture are 
this year carrying out field trials at ten centres 
mm Southern Ireland, with a view to testing 
further the merits of different varieties of com- 
mercial flax seed. 

The trials are being conducted in the neigh- 
bourhood of the following towns :—Castleblayney, 
Monaghan, Cootehill, Ballyshannon, Letter- 
kenny, Castlefin, Easkey, Kilglass, Rosscarbery, 
and Dunmanway. 

The following commercial varieties of flax are 
being compared with each other, and with the 
Department's pure line flax seed, Nos. 3 and 
5, respectively: Dutch, English, Russian, end 
Canadian, .The plots received a manurial dress- 
ing at the rate of 14 ewts. of muriate of potash 
and i cwt. sulphate of ammonia per statute 
acre For the purpose of & mamiria! trial an 
additional plot, ummanured, was sown with 


In addition to these flax variety trials, the De- 
partment has arranged for the laying down of 
demonstration plots with théir pure line flax 
seed, Nos. 3 and 5, for the purpose of bringing 
these varieties under the notice of flax growers, 
and showing in a practical manner the superior 
crops that may be obtained from pure line flax 
seed. Plots sown with the Department s pure 
line flax seed, Nos. 3 and 5, respectively, have 
been laid down alongside plots sown with com- 
mercial varieties of seed, and to which similar 
manurial dressings have been applied. Plots of 
this nature have been laid down in proximity 
to Stradoné. (Co. Cavan), Rosscarbery and 
Clonakilty oO brig aon ogg and Raphoe

MEN OF SCIENCE AN 
THE MOUSE, 


THE WIDER FIELD: 


“ Brain surgery ” was the subject of the 
presidential address delivered by Sir 
W itham Mackwen last night at theanneal 
meeting of the British Medica’ Association 
at Glasgow. 

Sir William opened with,a compliment 
to the Corporation of Glasgow, who, he 
said, had blessed the city with a fine water’ 
supply and excellent sanitary conditions, 
enteric fever having now no home in Glas- 
gow. If the purity of the atmosphere was 
not all that it should be there were those 
among the Corporation who were zealously 
searching for practical mean. of attaining 
that end. 

The British Medical Association, be claimed 
was, without exception, the largest’ professional 
association of the Empire, and carried out the 
principle of voluntary combination for the con 
sideration not only of its own affairs, butéalso 
the readjustment of objects which were humane 
amd public-spirited. li had also heen the means 
of disseminating’ all that pertaihed to the 
science and art of medicine He welcomed to 
the Conference many. distinguished Colonials 
and representatives from overseas, and said that 
they were pleased tu have associated with them 
some of their American brothers, who were to 
tid them by fresh views on many torics of pro- 
fessional and social interest 
Proceeding, Sir William asked whether they 
did not concentrate their studies too much on 
human phenomena, to the cxclusion of life as a 
whole. Our so-called divisions of nature were 
purely arbitrary conveniences, having no #tis- 
tence except in our minds in the matenmal 
world there Was neither break nor pause. Ip a 
sense, all matter was living, and the term death 
was a mere ecCxpression significant of. trans- 
ference ta fresh forms of life. : 
We were buí a bit of nature, and everything 
pertaming thereto must have a bearing on 
humanity. Comparative anatomy and physio- 
logy, much as they had been studied, still pre- 
rented many fields which had not been tra- 
versed, and from which a discernime eye might 
reap an abundant harvest. It was not neces- 
sary to go far afickl to begin such study. 


MICE AND DISEASE. 

The ubiquitous mouse was a carrier of disease. 
But what were its pathological records 2? Was 
it subjeet to contagious discases, and, if so, how 
did it disseminate them For the protection of 
humanity, apart from the intrinsic interest of 
the study, the mouse and its wavs wére wotthy 
of the searchlight of acientific investigation. 
Microbiology was only in its infancy. There 
were myriads of germs surrounding ue of which 
we knew little, and the study of which offered 
fruitful fields for scientific research. 
Our. habits of thought were interwoven 
that. speculative or scientific inquiry introdneed 
into one field influenced and affected other 
fields of cognate thought It was, he recalled, 
research into fermentation of the juite of the 
grape, investigated for utilitarian purposes by 
the wine-growers of France, thai led to the 
introdnetion of the anti-septic system of the 
treatment of wounds. While conducting, in a 
chemical laboratory, an abstract tesearch into 
the properties of nitrous oxide gas, it was the 
coincidence of toothache in the person of ‘the 
investigator that led Humphry Davy to ithe 
discovery of general anaesthesia, which he ad- 
vised for the prevention of pain durmg sur- 
gical operations. Thoucgh.this discovery was 
published broadcast, so irreceptive were ‘the 
people of the period, especially the members 
of the medical profession, that for forty years 
that great discover, remained dormant, 
neglected, and unused 
“The latter,” said Sir William, “is but an 
illustration of many discoveries made by «aur | 
own people ,which, after announcement, have 
fallen on deaf ears, and have not been used 
until other nations have heard of them, and 
have discerned their potentialities and. turned 
them to practical account, Is this one of our 
national defects or diseases? Does it arise 
from want of scientific training, or habits of 
thought among the people? Whatever it 8 
like our diseases it is very costly. The yefon 
not only loses prestige, but in one noted 
stance—the meglect of the utilisation of 
discovery of the hasie salts—the nation has 
lost many millions a vear. Had we utilised it. 
and all that followed therefrom. in extended 
chemical research, we should have been better 
prepared for the creat war, and it would have 
aided greatly our economic position toes.” 

Sir William said that syphilis and tubercle 
were both germ diseases which were stil] pre- 
valent, and sapped the strength of the people. 
He asked whether everything was being done 
that ought to be done to stop their ravages 
Now that the Government and the laity had 
been educated by the medical profession to the 
fact that syphilis was a preventable gern 
disease, and could he stamped o by means 
known to them, if this generation did not stép 
the disease it would commit a crime against

BRAIN FUNCTION, 


: Speaking at some Jength on the evolution of 
the knowledge of brain function, the President 
said that in his student days physiologists 
taught that the brain acted as a whole, with- 
out recognition of localised areas within it 
endowed with specialised function. After deal 
ing in a highly technical way with various forms 
of brain disease. Sir Wilham said that. doubt- 
less, the dome of thought ought to be left invio 
late. It was built in that way. but occasion- 
ally rude traumatisms and pecca 
vaded the sanctuary, and had 
and removed. 

It had been said that ibe brain stood 
handimg, but one could not open th 
rummage until the object wa 
aécuracy of diagnosis was of paramount import- 
ance. The more one saw of the intricate, de! 
cate ‘structure the greater the reverence ene 
entertained for it. and the less one was inclined 
to disturb its arrangements or [to interfere wit! 
its functions. When it did require to 
touched it ought to be with the greatest gent* 
ness. by an acutely sensitive finger, carefull 
trained and guided by the blessed gift of 
memory, of .tactile sensations, » which each 
new impression might be quickly . related 
grouped and correlated in ordered sequence.

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YOUYG SOLDIER SHOT. 
wore mH + 
DEATH WOUND IN A DUBLIN 
STREET. 

The death of Private Thomas O'Hara, of the 
national army, who was shot in Abbey street, 
Dublin, on 22nd July, was investigated by Dr. 
Maughan, Deputy Coroner, and a jury at Jervis 
street Hospital yesterday. 

The medical evidence was to the effect that 
O'Hara died from shock and hemorrhage fol- 
lowing a bullet wound received in the abdomen. 

Private John Cooke deposed that on the 

evening of the 22nd he left Thompson’s garage, 
where he was stationed, with Private O’ Hara. 
They went towards the Butt Bar, where they 
heard two shots. When they entered he saw a 
man, whom he afterwards learned was Private 
Byrne, B Company, 2nd Battalion, with a re- 
volver in his hand. Byrne was drunk, and was 
brandishing the weapon. After some time the 
witness induced him to put away the revolver 
and to leave the premises. When he got out- 
side Byrne ran down a lane at the back of 
Liberty Hall, and said that he was going back 
to barracks. The witness and his companion 
then went up Abbey street, where they again 
saw Byrne with the revolver in his hand. The 
witness told his companion to stand .» a door. 
way and not to take any notice of Byrne, as 
the latter might fire. They both stood in the 
doorway, and when Byrne saw them he came 
up. He covered the witness with the revolver 
and asked him who he was. The witness told 
him to pat up the gun. Byrne was trying to 
‘cock’ the revolver, and the witness grabbed 
it with his left hand, and also caught Byrne's 
right arm. In the scuffle a shot went off, and 
O'Hare said “Im shot.” The /itness called a 
police constable to hold Byrne while he called 
the ambulance. Later two other -oldiers came 
on the scene and took Byrne into custody. 
_. Ama&wering the Coroner, the witness said that, 
although be knew that Byrne was drunk and 
had ‘a revolver on the first occasion that he 
met him that evening, he did not arrest him, 
as he trusted Byrne's word that he xa-s going 
to barracks. 

Police (Military) Officer Scannell dep2ed tha 
O'Hara told him that the “ red-naired char ” 
(Byrne) had shot him. When the witness 
searched Byrne me found an official pass cp him 

onging to another man, 
gne Far r's O'Daly, O.C. Dublin 
Guards. Beggar's Bush, said that, sccording to 
the standing orders, no non-commissioned uficer 
or man of the Guard was to carry smal: arms 
except on duty. As regards drunkenaass, any 
member of the Guard found under the infiuence 
would he In:medtately 
placed under arrest and courtmartialled. The 
minimum sentence for such an offence wculd be 
dismissal from the Army. Private J'Hara hed 
died in the execution of his duty wa.le trying 
io disarm a man who he knew had no right to 
be armed. O'Hara had a brilliant military re- 
cord, and was a man who would never shirk his 
duty. The pass which was found on Byroe was 
not issued is the barracks to whicn Byrne 
bel 


The jury found that Private O’Hara died 
from shed ‘and hemorrhage ean a bullet 
wound in the stomach, and that the bullet was 
fired accidentally bv Private Byrne while under 
the influence of drink, Byrne being illegally in 


possession of a revolver. 
They also found. that O'Hara died in the 


exeeution of his duty, and commended Private 
Cooke for his conduct on the occasion.

ENTRY OF THE RAIDERS. 


John Hanlon, of Krockmaroon Lodge, de- 
osed that he was employed on that day by 
Mr, Kavanagh as a door attendant. At about 
11,20 that night he was in the act of lettin 
some men out of the premises when a knoc 
came to the door. He opened it, and a man 
asked to be allowed in for one drink. The 
man walked over to the bar, and then came 
back and asked the witness to open the door ae 
he had two friends with him. The witness 
told him that it was too late. The other two 
men then came in, but he did not notice if they 
were armed. One of them.ordered him to the 
back of the room, holding a: revolver against 
his breast, and pushing him along. The wit- 
ness took shelter behind a bos, and while there 
he heard four shots. When the raiders went 
away he came out and saw Arthur Richardson 
and a man named O'Neill lying on the floor. 
He wont to their aid, and afterwards saw them 
removed to hospital. 

Replying ta Mr. Burne, he said that he heard 
no vehicle pass for five minutes before the 
imon came to the door. He did not notice 
auyone leave “&hile the three men were on the 
premises. : 

Joseph Fox, an assistant in the employment 
of Mr. Kavanagh, said that he was behind the 
eounter when the three men entered. He. went 
to get the money fearing that there was going 
to be a raid on it. He took out the money, 
but was ordered to leave it back. He did so, 
and one of the raiders jumped over the counter 
and covered him with the revolver. The raider 
took the money, which amounted to about £60 
or £70. The witness then went to the tele- 
phone, and got through to the police at 
Chapelizod. When he came back he saw 
Richardson .dead on the floor and O'Neill 
seriously wounded. He heard two or three 
shote while he was at the telephone. 

Sergeant Dunworth, D.M.P., deposed that he 
received a telephone call from Mr. .Kavanagh’'s 
mee on that night asking for a priest and an 
ambulance. 

Dr. N. Falkiner, house surgeon, gave evidence 

that Richardson when admitted to the hospital, 
was suffering from @ punctured wound on the 
chin. Death was due. to sudden compression 
of the spinal cord and hemorrhage, caused by 
the bullet wound. 
The jury found that death was caused by 
a — shot wound, fired by a person or persons 
unknown—in the opinion of the jury wilful 
murder. 


SHOT OUTSIDE THE HOUSE. 


The death of John Tobin was next investi- 


Evidence of identification was given by 
Michael Judge, 95 Capel street, an uncle of the 
deceased man. 

Michael Kavanagh, the owner of the licensed 
premises said that he remembered seeing John 
Tobin in his shop on the night of the raid. 
He could not say when he left. 

Inspector O'Neill, D.M.P., said that in re- 
sponse to a message. from the last witness he 
went with a sergeant towards the ‘house. Thirty 
yards from the premises, on the Park side, 
their attention was attracted by something in 
the water channel, and they found the body 
of a man lying full length on his right side. 
The body was not, quite cold, and they believed 
that life was not extinct. Blood was flowing 
from a wound on the right side of the stomach. 
They had the body removed in the Corporation 
ambulance to Steevens’s Hospital.. The man 
was wearing bicycle clips: but there was no 
sign of a bicycle at the place: There were no 
traces of a struggle. 

Dr. Falkiner said that when he examined 
the body he found a punctured wound just 
below the. margin of the ribs. Death was due 
to shock and hemorrhage, the result of a gun 
shot wound. 

The jury returned a similar verdict to that 
in Richardson's case. 


NO ARRESTS. 


It was reported yesterday that three men had 
been arrested in connection with the murders, 
but on inquiry at Uriel House and in Dublin 
Metropolitan Volice quarters it was learned that 
there is no truth in the statement.

SCHOOL DENTAL CLINICS. 
* TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—You published on the 29th June a letter 
from Mr. F. P. Carey on this subject, suggest- 
ing in its concluding paragraphs “ the esta lish- 
ment of a clinic, as an experiment, in connec- 
tion with one of our national schools.’ 1 had 
hoped that the Secretary of the Womens 
National Health Association, which took up this 
matter as soon as the Act making it feasible 
was in operation, would have written with fuller 
information than I am able to give, to assure 
your correspondent and your readers that the 
experimental stage is long past, and that & 
aumber of these school dental! clinics are, and 
have long been, at work in different parts of 
the country. We have had one here since 1912, 
which treats the children of four schools at a 
common centre. ; 

It is, indeed, greatly to be wished that more 
attention were given to this most important 
work and more practical interest aroused in it. 
The Local Government Board, under which the 
school clinics now work, can supply information 
as io the carrying out of the scheme—grants in 
aid, necessary expenses, etc., and regulations to 
be complied with —but at present, I believe, the 
starting of new clinics awaits the action of the 
jocal district councils to put in motion the ‘pro- 
visions of the last Public Health Act concerning 
them. If you, sir, can arouse interest in, or 
bring light to shine on, this whole question, you 
will add another service to those you have ren- 
dered to the country.—Yours, etc.,

THE DUBLIN CENTRAL MISSION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—For the past six years our Holiday 

Home at Skerries has been open from the 
beginning of June until the end of September. 
Each year, through the generosity of your 
readers and other friends of the children, we 
have been able to send between 160 and 180 
little ones from the eweltering Dublin slums 
for a fortnight’s holidays at the seaside. No 
pen can describe what the change has meant to 
them. Last year one little girl, who had been 
ill before going for her holiday, wrote us on 
her return, saying, “ Skerries has saved my 
life.” The appeal of the helpless little ones 
to the in: of their friends is stronger 
than ever. During the past winter many 
bread-winners have been out of work and 
many on short time. This has meant insufficient 
food and clothing for the children. 

These circumstances; combined with the 
appalling housing conditions, have left many 
little ones sorely needing a change if they are 
not to suffer permanently. This change, even 
for a day, is quite impossible if we do not come 
to their aid once more. They are opaasins on 
us, and it would be cruel to disappoint them 
Confident that our friends will not fail us, we 
have begun the work, and already, four parties 
of children have been sent to Skerries. ring 
the terrible experiences th which our eity 
has just passed, no part the community 
suffered so. much as the little children. The 
dangers of the streets compelled their mothers 
to keep them cooped up day and night in over- 
crowded rooms, listening (eometimes terror- 
stricken) to the noise of the guns. A fortnight 
at Skerries will belp them to forget.

ARMED ROBBERY. 
IMPORTANT INSURANCE 
‘QUESTION. 

: ——--—bk— 

In the King's Bench Division the Lord Chief 
Justice and Mr. Justice Gordon delivered judg- 
ment in the case of Bolands, Lid., v. the Lon 
don and Lancashire Fire Insurance Co., Ltd., 
in the result of which considerable interest 
was taken in commercial and insurance circles, 
as a large number of cases of a similar kind 
depend upon it. . 

The Court held that, following the decision 
of the Court of Appeal in Southern Ireland 
in the case of Boggan v. the Motor Union 
Insurance Company, the loss suffered by 
Bolands, Ltd., was not caused through, or in 

of, riot within ng td in es 
policy, and that, consequently, Messrs. Bolan 
were entitled to recover the sum of £1,250 8s. 2d. 
from the insurance company, and were also 
entitled to the costs incidental to the case. 

The Lord Chief Justice, in. his judgment, 
eaid that on the 25th February, 1920, Bolands, 
Lid., effected a policy of insurance with the 
London and Lancashire Fire Insurance Co., 
Ltd., to hold them indemnified to the extent 
of £5,000 against loss by theft of the cash 
in the cashier's office in the bakery, Grand 

1 street, Dublin. 
that the insurance did not cover leas directly or 
indirectly caused. by, or in consequence of, 
amongst other things, invasions, hostilities, acts 
of foreign enemy, riots, strikes, civil commo- 
tion, rebéllions, insurrections, military or 
usurped power, or martial law. The policy 
further provided that, in the event of any 
claim arising thereunder, the insured, if so re- 
uired, and as a condition precedent to any 
rability of the company, should give proof that 
the loss did not in’ any way arise under or 
through the above accepted circumstances or 
cansea. 

It 'appeared from the case stated that on 
Saturday, June 25th, 192), the watchman, John 
Kilmurray, hearing a knock at the side door, 
through which the staff came to work, unlocked 
the gate. When the gate was = four 
men entered, pushed in the watchman, and 
ordered him to go down the yard. They then 
searched him, and one of them ordered him to 
put up his hands, and they kept him in that 
position until the robbers left. The others 
rushed into the office, shouted “Hands up.” 
and, covering ali who were present with 
revolvers, they cut the telephone. The cashier. 
seeing a hand presenting a revolver at him 
from outside his Office window, left the cash 
office enclosure, but at the door of the. outer 
office he was * held up ' by one of the armed 
men, who ordered him to put up his hands, and 
stand further up the room. Hugh Gaynor, a 
vanman, who had just come in, had his money 
ready for the cashier on the office window. 
This money was taken by the man who levelled 
his revolver through the window at the cashier. 
Another vanman, Gerald Murray, who had ar- 
rived a short. time before, was counting his 
cash for payment to the cashier, and this cash 
was also taken. One of the armed men came 
to where the cashier had been directed to 
stand, saying: ' Have the contents of this 
(meaning the revolver) or give me the keys of 
the safe.” The cashier pointed out the safe, 
which had been opened to put away the cash 
received from the vanmen. Two of the robbers 
went to the safe and took all the money that 
they found there. The robbers remained about 
ten minutes, and the employés present were 
unarmed and were told not to leave the pre- 
mises for a quarter of an hour. 

Messrs. Bolands claimed under their policy, 
and it was agreed that the amount stolen was 
£1.250 8s. 2d. The insurance company denied 
liability on the ground of riot and civil com- 
motion, and in pursuance of the terms of the 
policy the matter was referred to the arbitra- 
tion of Mr. F. F. Denning, K.C., and Mr. 
Robert G. L. Leonard, K.C. At the arbitra- 
tion the company denied liability on the ground 
of riot and c'vil commotion, but the arbitrators 
held that the loss did not arise through civil 
commotion, but being of opinion that the cir- 
cumstances in which the money was stolen con- 
stituted a riot within the legal definition of 
the word, they found that the loss was caused 
by, or in consequence of, a riot within the 
meaning of the policy, and that the claimants 
were not entitled to recover any sum in respect 
of their . loss. 

The question which was left to the Court 
upon the case was whether, upon the facts, 
the arbitrators were justified in so finding. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that he had no 
doubt that the facts as stated in the present 
case would be sufficient to establish a riot 
within the legal definition of the word, and 
the arbitrators appeared to have come to the 
conclusion that any riot, within the légal defi- 
nition of the word, would be a riot within the 
meaning of the policy, which would free the 
insurers from the liability. He (the Lord 
Chief Justice) had, however, held in the case 
of Boggan v. The Motor Union Insurance Com- 
pany that it did not at all follow that every 
riot which came within the lega! definition of 
the term was a riot within the meaning of the 
policy, and that the mere fact of the theft 
having Been committed by four armed men, 
acting in concert, did not make it a riot within 
the meaning of the policy. Knowing that 
Boggan’s ease was the subject of an appeal 
then pending in the Court of Appeal for 
Southern Ireland, he thought it better to 
reserve judgment until judgment had been de- 
livered in the Court of Appeal. The Court of 
Appeal, by a majority, consisting of Lord Jus- 
tice Ronan and Mr. Justice Dodd, Lord Justice 
O'Connor dissenting, had upheld the view 
which he (the Lord Chief Justice) had -x- 
pressed at the trial. Lord Justice Ronan, with 
whom Mr. Justice Dodd agreed, laid it down 
in express terms that the mere fact that tne 
act contgined the elements of a riot did not 
exclude The claimant from the benefit of the 
policy. The judgments in that case appeared 
to be applicable to the present case, and to 
bind the Court to hold that, in “the circum- 
stances of this case, which seemed to him un- 
distinguishable, thete was no riot which 
would enable the insurance company to 
free themselves from the liability which 
they had undertaken in regard to theft. There 
was deliberate theft, and the assembly was 
simply an assembly for the purpose, and for 
the pu e alone, of effecting the theft; and 
so far from the loss being caused by, or in 
consequence of, a riot, the se-called riot was 
simply an assembly of four armed men for th» 
purpose of effecting a theft. He therefore 
thought that, following Boggan’s case, by which 
th were bound, the loss was not caused, 
or happened through, or in consequence of, a 
riot within the meaning of the policy, and that 
consequently Metsrs. Bolands are entitled to 
recover the sum of £1,250 8s. 2d. from the in- 
surance company, and are also entitled to the 
costs of and incidental to this case. 

Mr. Justice Gordon concurred. 

Mr. 8S. L. Brown, K.C., who, with Mr. Mur- 
‘naghan (instructed by Messrs. Hoey and Den- 
ning), appeared for the insurance company, 
asked for stay of execution. The question, 
either in this case or in the other case, must 
go further, because it involved so many other 
cases. Both Messrs. Bolandé and the insurance 
company were so solvent that he did not think 
it mattered very much to either of them.

SLE OF A DUBLIN HOT*L. 


In the Chancery Division yesterday, before 
Mr. Justice Pim, in the adjourned cases of 
Perowne v. Russell, which Mr. Justice Samuels 
had allowed to stand over from Tuesday last, 

Mr. Conner, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
William Fry and Sons), on behalf of the plain- 
tiff, trustee of a- marriage settlement of a 
daughter of the late Sir Thomas Russell, under 
which a sum of £5,000 was covenanted to te 
paid, now renewed his application for an order 
for the sale of the Hote! Russell, St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin, with the furniture and fittings, 
with a stay until the lst of November, Messrs. 
Stokes Bros. and Pim, accountants, to audit 
the books and accounts relating to the working 
of the hotel premises in the meantime. He 
also asked for an order directing that the title 
deeds of premises, now in the possession of 
the Irish Civil Seryice Permanent Building 
Society, should be lodged in the Records and 
Writ Office, in order to facilitate the prepara- 
tion of the title in view of a sale. The defend- 
ants, he explained, had agreed to this arrange- 
ment, and they were confident that they would 
have noediffiiculty in raising the necessary 
money to make a substantial payment on foot 
of the charge, there being a desire to avoid a 
sale if possible. The hotel business was still 
carried on by Lady Russell as it had been in 
Sir Thomas Russell’s life-time. 

Mr. Carson (instructed by Messrs. Hayes ard. 
Sons), for Lady Russell, suggested that the 
date of the order for sale should be extended 
to four months, instead of three, as specified 
by Mr. Conner. 

“Mr. Conner said that he could not agree to 
that. There had been very considerable delay, 
and for the last two years nothing whatever 
had been paid on foot of the charge. 

Mr. Carson said that Lady Russell had 
nished an account. 3 

Mr. Conner allowed that she had, but nothing 
had been paid and nothing had been vouched. 

Mr. Justice Pim remarked that the longer the 
time allowed to enable payment to be made the 
better it would be for the plaintiff. .
